Budget motion debated April 24, 25, 26 and 30, 1990. 


PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


Ms Bryden—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 


that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin- 
ated against by the denial of many benefits and rights provided to other 
workers in the same establishment, a charter of rights for part-time workers 
should be added to both the Employment Standards Act and the Labour 
Relations Act to provide pro rata benefits and collective bargaining rights 
to such workers and that they be made eligible for severance pay and 
retraining and readjustment programs provided for other workers dis- 
placed by technological change in the same establishment. April 27, 1989. 


Mr Brandt—Motion of Censure—That this House has lost confidence in the 


Minister of the Environment’s capacity to exercise his responsibilities as a 
Minister of the Crown, specifically his duty under the Environmental Pro- 
tection Act to insure the public’s safety from toxic chemicals, as well as his 
duty under the Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy Act, 1987 
to disclose information regarding a grave environmental, health or safety 
hazard to the public. 


Therefore, this House: 
1) urges the Minister of the Environment to resign; and 


2) calls on the Premier of Ontario to appoint a public enquiry into his 
government’s failure to insure that the public was fully informed with 
regard to the importation, sale, and use of toxic fuel and the govern- 
ment’s mismanagement of this issue resulting in potential health and 
safety risks to the citizens of Ontario. May 15, 1989. 


Mr Harris—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 


non-refundable tax credits for political contributions effectively disenfran- 
chise those without taxable incomes from this aspect of the political pro- 
cess; and, acknowledging the unfair treatment the current system affords 
lower-income Ontarians—many of whom are women, seniors, disabled, 
ethnic minorities, farmers and Native Canadians; legislation should be 
amended to provide for refundable tax credits to eliminate existing discrim- 
ination on the basis of income in the financing of Ontario political Parties 
and candidates. May 17, 1989. 


“Mr Eves—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing the 


shortage of acute care beds which is in part due to the use of these beds by 
chronic care patients and recognizing the added cost to the system as a 
result of this misuse of acute care beds and recognizing the higher quality of 
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life afforded to patients who can stay in their own homes and the added 
efficiency in the system as a result of home care; the government of 
Ontario should establish and maintain a system of community palliative 
care services which would allow people to be cared for in their own homes 
or in hospices where the atmosphere allows basic human dignity to be the 
top priority. July 25, 1989. 


24. Mr Eves—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 
Naturopathists have a body of knowledge on which the practice of naturo- 
pathy is based and recognizing the risk associated with an unlicensed per- 
son practicing naturopathy; the government of Ontario, recognizing the 
best interests of the public, should continue to legislate the regulation of 
Naturopathy. July 25, 1989. 


28. Mr Cousens—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, recognizing 
that all sittings of the District and Provincial Courts within the Judicial 
District of York Region take place in Newmarket; and that considerable 
time, expense and inconvenience is incurred by residents of the Town of 
Markham and South York Region since numerous matters are heard in 
Provincial Offences Court on an ongoing basis; the Attorney General 
should take immediate steps to have a regular sitting of the Provincial 
Offences Court and the Provincial Court (Criminal Division) at a location 
in the Town of Markham. October 16, 1989. 


35. Mr Runciman—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, a Canadian- 
style Triple ““E”’ Federal Senate (elected, regionally equal and effective) 
should be created and in the event that such a Senate is not implemented 
by Constitutional Agreement, the Government of Ontario should hold 
elections, in conjunction with the 1991 Municipal Elections, to choose peo- 
ple to fill present and future Ontario vacancies in the Senate. November 
CTL OSS. 


37. Mr McGuigan—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, the Standing 
Committee on Social Development should be asked to review the current 
state of regulations relating to required and recommended vaccinations of 
children in the Province of Ontario and in particular, in conjunction with 
vaccine-injuries in Ontario, the Committee should consider and recom- 
mend: 


— an effective means of information about the benefits and risks of 
immunization and about known contra-indications; 


— an effective method of parental instruction about how to deal with 
reactions, should they occur; 


— an effective reporting system of adverse reactions in order to reduce 
the likelihood that children will receive contra-indicated inoculations; 


— a general assurance that recipients of government sponsored immuni- 
zations, who experienced a serious adverse reaction, will be provided 
with compensation without the need to establish liability based on the 
elusive tort theory. December 20, 1989. 
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39. Mr Harris—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing the 
need to protect and enhance the environment; the Government of Ontario 
should not offer any grants or loans for private sector projects not utilizing 
the best available environmental technology, and further, grant and loan 
criteria—specifically the Premier’s Technology fund—should be amended 
by the Government of Ontario to give priority to projects developing envi- 
ronmental technology. March 19, 1990. 


40. Mr Harris—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 
everyone has the right to life, liberty and security of the person, and the 
right not to be deprived thereof except in accordance with the principles of 
fundamental justice; the Government of Ontario should petition the Gov- 
ernment of Canada to add the fundamental right of enjoyment of property 
to the Canadian Charter of Rights.

The toilet facilities provided shall be equipped as follows: a) 
within easy access of work sites, b) built so that the occupant is shielded 
from view, and protected from weather and falling objects. c) provided 
with natural or artifical lighting. d) provided with sufficient toilet paper and 
disinfectant. e) kept in a clean and sanitary condition. f) supplied with toi- 
let seats and covers. g) heated to a minimum of 18 degrees C. h) suitably 
ventilated. 6. Basins provided shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and 
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cold running water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) hand towels. 90 1.a). 
Where WHMIS-class products are present on the jobsite, washing facilities 
meeting the requirements of the applicable material safety data sheets shall 
be provided. b). If showers (with the exception of safety showers) are 
required, they shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and cold running 
water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) paper towels or individual hand towels. 
March 21, 1990.

Ms Bryden—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 


that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin- 
ated against by the denial of many benefits and rights provided to other

Ms Bryden—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 


that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin- 
ated against by the denial of many benefits and rights provided to other 
workers in the same establishment, a charter of rights for part-time workers 
should be added to both the Employment Standards Act and the Labour 
Relations Act to provide pro rata benefits and collective bargaining rights 
to such workers and that they be made eligible for severance pay and 
retraining and readjustment programs provided for other workers dis- 
placed by technological change in the same establishment.

Ms Bryden—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 


that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin- 
ated against by the denial of many benefits and rights provided to other 
workers in the same establishment, a charter of rights for part-time workers

On high-rise 
projects, the necessary facilities shall be made available on every fourth 
floor. 5. The toilet facilities provided shall be equipped as follows: a) 
within easy access of work sites, b) built so that the occupant is shielded 
from view, and protected from weather and falling objects. c) provided 
with natural or artifical lighting. d) provided with sufficient toilet paper and 
disinfectant. e) kept in a clean and sanitary condition. f) supplied with toi- 
let seats and covers. g) heated to a minimum of 18 degrees C. h) suitably 
ventilated. 6. Basins provided shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and

cold running water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) hand towels. 90 1.a).

MOTION OF NON-CONFIDENCE UNDER STANDING 
ORDER 42(a) 


3. Mr Laughren—Notice—That this House condemns the Government of 
Ontario for its failure to recognize: 


— that Northern Ontario has been a source of enormous wealth for the 
private sector; 


— that Northern Ontario has been a source of enormous revenues for the 
provincial government; 


— that the provincial government puts very little revenue back into the 
north; 


— that the roads in northern Ontario are in terrible shape; 


— that the Liberal government has not proceeded with serious 4-laning of 
highways in the north; 


— that the delivery of health care services in the north is still inferior; 


— that northern municipalities have particular problems of boom and 
bust while the Liberal government freezes unconditional grants; 


— that forestry jobs are threatened because of this government’s failure 
to live up to its commitment to provide seedlings and because of the 
continuing practice of clear-cutting; 


— that almost no attempts have been made to diversify the economy to 
create jobs nor to work with the private sector and create meaningful 
jobs when serious layoffs occur; 


— that the Ontario government continues to treat northern Ontario 
citizens like second class citizens; 


therefore this government has lost the confidence of this House. June 13, 
1990.

On high-rise 
projects, the necessary facilities shall be made available on every fourth 
floor. 5. The toilet facilities provided shall be equipped as follows: a) 
within easy access of work sites, b) built so that the occupant is shielded 
from view, and protected from weather and falling objects. c) provided 
with natural or artifical lighting. d) provided with sufficient toilet paper and 
disinfectant. e) kept in a clean and sanitary condition. f) supplied with toi- 
let seats and covers. g) heated to a minimum of 18 degrees C. h) suitably 
ventilated. 6. Basins provided shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and 
cold running water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) hand towels. 90 1.a). 
Where WHMIS-class products are present on the jobsite, washing facilities 
meeting the requirements of the applicable material safety data sheets shall 
be provided. b). If showers (with the exception of safety showers) are 
required, they shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and cold running 
water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) paper towels or individual hand towels.

45. Mr Rae (York South)—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, 
recognizing that unequal opportunity for employment and promotion exists

32. Mr Ward—Motion pursuant to Standing Order 6(b)—That, notwithstanding 
Standing Order 9, the House shall continue to meet from 6.00 p.m. to 
12.00 midnight on June 18, 19, 20, 25, 26, 27 and 28, 1990, at which time 
the Speaker shall adjourn the House without motion until the next 
Sessional day.

PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


2. Ms Bryden—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 
that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin- 
ated against by the denial of many benefits and rights provided to other 
workers in the same establishment, a charter of rights for part-time workers 
should be added to both the Employment Standards Act and the Labour 
Relations Act to provide pro rata benefits and collective bargaining rights 
to such workers and that they be made eligible for severance pay and 
retraining and readjustment programs provided for other workers dis- 
placed by technological change in the same establishment. April 27, 1989. 


8. Mr Brandt—Motion of Censure—That this House has lost confidence in the 
Minister of the Environment’s capacity to exercise his responsibilities as a 
Minister of the Crown, specifically his duty under the Environmental Pro-

floor. 5. The toilet facilities provided shall be equipped as follows: a) 
within easy access of work sites, b) built so that the occupant is shielded 
from view, and protected from weather and falling objects. c) provided 
with natural or artifical lighting. d) provided with sufficient toilet paper and 
disinfectant. e) kept in a clean and sanitary condition. f) supplied with toi- 
let seats and covers. g) heated to a minimum of 18 degrees C. h) suitably 
ventilated. 6. Basins provided shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and 
cold running water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) hand towels. 90 1.a).

45. Mr Rae (York South)—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, 
recognizing that unequal opportunity for employment and promotion exists

from individual Canadians and organizations such as the Canadian Munici- 
palities’ Association and several provincial governments, and recognizing 
that closing or privatization of the rural post office undermines over eight 
decades of uninterrupted service to thousands of Ontarians who live in 
rural areas, the Government of Ontario should express its dissatisfaction to 
the federal government of Canada and Canada Post for its present action 
and strongly urges Canada Post to cease this demise of a system that has 
well served its rural clientel; and, further that Canada Post return to pro- 
viding and encouraging the already proven system of existing post offices 
that will continue to link rural customers with a reliable and cost effective 
communications system. April 19, 1990. 


54. Ms Poole—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, since the Cana- 
dian Council of Ministers of the Environment has recognized that waste 
management is an urgent and pressing national problem, and that per cap- 
ita consumption of packaging in Canada amounts to an estimated one (1)

tonne of packaging per family per year, and that eighty (80) percent of the 
packaging used in Canada is managed through disposal, thereby squander- 
ing natural resources, increasing financial expenditures to deal with materi- 
als not fully utilized, consuming valuable land for disposal purposes, creat- 
ing various pollutants, threatening wildlife, causing aesthetic unsightliness, 
and leaving a legacy of environmental degradation to our children, and 
since the National Packaging Protocol endorsed by the Canadian Council 
of Ministers of the Environment in Vancouver on March 20, 1990, pro- 
posed a timetable for packaging reduction, but no framework for immedi- 
ate regulation, and that opportunities exist for Ontario to take an interna- 
tional leadership role in regulating the reduction, re-use and recycling of 
packaging materials, and that the environmental protection industry offers 
unique opportunities to create new employment in Ontario, the Govern-

PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


Ms Bryden—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 
that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin- 
ated against by the denial of many benefits and rights provided to other 
workers in the same establishment, a charter of rights for part-time workers 
should be added to both the Employment Standards Act and the Labour 
Relations Act to provide pro rata benefits and collective bargaining rights 
to such workers and that they be made eligible for severance pay and 
retraining and readjustment programs provided for other workers dis- 
placed by technological change in the same establishment.

On high-rise 
projects, the necessary facilities shall be made available on every fourth 
floor. 5. The toilet facilities provided shall be equipped as follows: a) 
within easy access of work sites, b) built so that the occupant is shielded 
from view, and protected from weather and falling objects. c) provided 
with natural or artifical lighting. d) provided with sufficient toilet paper and 
disinfectant. e) kept in a clean and sanitary condition. f) supplied with toi- 
let seats and covers. g) heated to a minimum of 18 degrees C. h) suitably 
ventilated. 6. Basins provided shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and 
cold running water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) hand towels. 90 1.a). 
Where WHMIS-class products are present on the jobsite, washing facilities 
meeting the requirements of the applicable material safety data sheets shall 
be provided. b). If showers (with the exception of safety showers) are 
required, they shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and cold running 
water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) paper towels or individual hand towels. 
March 21, 1990. 


45, Mr Rae (York South)—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, 
recognizing that unequal opportunity for employment and promotion exists 
in the province of Ontario for women, members of visible minority groups, 
native persons and people with disabilities, and recognizing that voluntary 
efforts to increase the representation of employable persons with such 
characteristics by employers have profoundly failed in both the private and

from individual Canadians and organizations such as the Canadian Munici- 
palities’ Association and several provincial governments, and recognizing 
that closing or privatization of the rural post office undermines over eight

54. Ms Poole—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, since the Cana- 
dian Council of Ministers of the Environment has recognized that waste 
management is an urgent and pressing national problem, and that per cap- 
ita consumption of packaging in Canada amounts to an estimated one (1) 
tonne of packaging per family per year, and that eighty (80) percent of the 
packaging used in Canada is managed through disposal, thereby squander- 
ing natural resources, increasing financial expenditures to deal with materi- 
als not fully utilized, consuming valuable land for disposal purposes, creat- 
ing various pollutants, threatening wildlife, causing aesthetic unsightliness, 
and leaving a legacy of environmental degradation to our children, and 
since the National Packaging Protocol endorsed by the Canadian Council 
of Ministers of the Environment in Vancouver on March 20, 1990, pro- 
posed a timetable for packaging reduction, but no framework for immedi- 
ate regulation, and that opportunities exist for Ontario to take an interna- 
tional leadership role in regulating the reduction, re-use and recycling of 
packaging materials, and that the environmental protection industry offers 
unique opportunities to create new employment in Ontario, the Govern- 
ment of Ontario, in the event that the federal government fails to introduce 
such legislation on a national basis by the fall of 1990, should develop and 
introduce legislation requiring the reduction, re-use and recycling of pack- 
aging materials, in conjunction with other provincial jurisdictions that indi- 
cate a willingness to proceed oncommon terms.

On high-rise 
projects, the necessary facilities shall be made available on every fourth 
floor. 5. The toilet facilities provided shall be equipped as follows: a) 
within easy access of work sites, b) built so that the occupant is shielded 
from view, and protected from weather and falling objects. c) provided 
with natural or artifical lighting. d) provided with sufficient toilet paper and 
disinfectant. e) kept in a clean and sanitary condition. f) supplied with toi- 
let seats and covers. g) heated to a minimum of 18 degrees C. h) suitably 
ventilated.

Ms Bryden—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 


that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin- 
ated against by the denial of many benefits and rights provided to other 
workers in the same establishment, a charter of rights for part-time workers 
should be added to both the Employment Standards Act and the Labour 
Relations Act to provide pro rata benefits and collective bargaining rights 
to such workers and that they be made eligible for severance pay and 
retraining and readjustment programs provided for other workers dis- 
placed by technological change in the same establishment. April 27, 1989. 


Mr Brandt—Motion of Censure—That this House has lost confidence in the 


Minister of the Environment’s capacity to exercise his responsibilities as a 
Minister of the Crown, specifically his duty under the Environmental Pro- 
tection Act to insure the public’s safety from toxic chemicals, as well as his 
duty under the Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy Act, 1987 
to disclose information regarding a grave environmental, health or safety 
hazard to the public.

The costs borne by the owner/ 
constructor/project manager in meeting the responsibilities of sections 89 & 
90 cannot be transferred to other subcontractors/forces on the project. 3. 
The owner/constructor/project manager shall have the option of providing 
the necessary facilities via access to facilities existing or adjacent to the 
worksite; via temporary fixed facilities constructed on the site; or via 
mobile units; conditional on site services being available. 4. On high-rise 
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projects, the necessary facilities shall be made available on every fourth 
floor. 5. The toilet facilities provided shall be equipped as follows: a) 
within easy access of work sites, b) built so that the occupant is shielded 
from view, and protected from weather and falling objects. c) provided 
with natural or artifical lighting. d) provided with sufficient toilet paper and 
disinfectant. e) kept in a clean and sanitary condition. f) supplied with toi- 
let seats and covers. g) heated to a minimum of 18 degrees C. h) suitably 
ventilated.
